Dairybelt Guernsey Sires 
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By Erica Davis 


n 1987 Eric Craig sold his herd of Hol- 
steins that he and his wife milked for 15 
years, with the full intention of never milk- 
ing again. Eric had become an officer in the 
New York Corrections System and the farm 


just took too much time away from the fam- 


ily experience. 

Eric had promised his little boy, Joel, a 
calf when he was 4-H age. Joel, did not for- 
get his dad’s promise and, in 1988, Elm Ha- 
ven BT Monty Bell, a Guernsey heifer calf, 


joined the Craig family. At this point Eric 


was under the impression he would maybe 
raise the heifer in a hutch in the back yard; or 
at the very most, raise heifers and sell them 
after they were bred. 

A fellow dairy breeder took Eric to the 
All-American Guernsey Show in Harrisburg, 
Pa., and it was there that one animal changed 
everything in Eric’s mind. 

“IT remember watching the Junior Year- 
ling class and walking out of the ring behind 
OCS Dairy Daisy’s Diadora, the winner of 
the class, thinking, I want to breed Guernsey 
cattle like this,” Eric said. 

The farm that is home to Craig Moor 
Farm, North Bangor, N.Y., was purchased in 
1989 to be closer to Eric’s correctional job. 
Not many sizable Guernsey breeders are lo- 
cated in this agricultural area near the Cana- 
dian border, so he went looking for Guern- 
seys that would increase herd size, while 
maintaining the genetic ideal in his mind. 


Family Support 
Eric’s wife, Karen, was an integral part of 
the original Holstein herd. She did most of

the milking with two little boys in tow, while 
Eric was working away from home. She went 
back to school and is now a Registered Nurse 
(RN), keeping her busy in other places. Karen 
is still a part of the Craig Moor team, espe- 
cially in bigger decisions. 

Josh, the youngest of two boys, is away 
at college, studying to be an RN. He comes 
home to help with farm work on vacations 


and weekends and has been the primary calf 


raiser since he was nine. Eric says that Josh’s 
involvement in the farm after graduation is 
entirely up to him. 

Joel, a 2001 graduate of the Ag Business 
program at SUNY Cobleskill, N.Y., returned 
to the Craig Moor work force and is taking 
on more responsibility each day. He is fully 
in charge of milking and is becoming more 
involved in the farm’s breeding program, al- 
though Dad still does 
most of the mating. 

The elder Craig 
credits his son for 
keeping him in farm- 
ing. “If it wasn’t for 
him returning to the 
farm after graduation, 
I would have had to 
quit milking. It is just 
too much work for 
one person, and my 
knees aren’t what 
they used to be.”

we need her,” reports Eric. 

A full time hired man, Brian Jonette, plays 
an integral part on the farm. Eric says that 
Jonette is the best hired hand they have had. 

Eric’s sister, Mary Craig, does not par- 
ticipate in the daily workings on the farm, 
but does have an influence on the showstring. 
Mary handles most of the decorating aspects 


of showing, and owns a few Guernseys of 


her own at Craig Moor Farm. 


Barn Expansion 

Craig Moor Farm is currently milking a 
total of about 86 cattle; 40 Guernseys, 40 
Jerseys and 6 Red and White Holsteins. The 
tie stall barn is only able to house 53 ani- 
mals, so something had to be done to keep 
the remainder out of the elements. 

A bedded pack went under trial, with the 
end result of cows loving it and humans hat- 
ing it. Eric said that it was too hard to keep 
clean, used too much bedding, and was just too 
labor intensive. 

The final solution: a free-stall barn. A build- 
ing on site was originally a three sided pole 
barn, used for hay storage. Changes were 
made and it now has 40 stalls inside. It can 
also store hay and sawdust, and there is even 


room for a small pen for calves coming out of 


their hutches. 

Craigs operate under the KISS Method 
at their farm, “Keep It Simple Stupid!” The 
free-stall barn was built with this mind set. 
The barn does not have brisket boards, is 
bedded with sand, and is scraped with a skid- 
loader twice daily. “We haven’t had any inju- 


ries since the barn has been fully operational,” 
reports Eric. 

While the new free-stall barn is up and 
the cows are responding positively, most of 
the Guernsey herd is housed in the tie-stall. 
The stalls in this barn were increased in size 
in 1994 when the whole barn was remod-

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eled, and mattresses were 
added about seven years 
ago. 

The milking cows at 
Craig Moor Farm are milked 
in the tie stall barn through 
a rotation. Eric does hope 
to add a parlor to the opera- 
tion in the next five or six 
years, especially to aid in 
laborer comfort. 


Seasonal Housing 

Summer months have 
the milking herd grazing in 
the 21 paddocks on the 
farm, with fresh water be- 
ing piped to each paddock. 
This eliminates the need for 
cattle to travel back to the 
main barn for water. 


“The Guernseys and 
Jerseys really compliment each other in the 
grazing lots,” says Eric. “They both can with- 
stand the heat.” 

Dry cows also spend the summer on pas- 
ture and are brought closer to the barn as they 
near their due date. In winter months, dry 
cows are fed haylage and dry hay. Regard- 
less of season, TMR is again introduced to 
those that are within two weeks of calving 


A unique feature in the dry cow barn is 
the full length water troughs 
eliminates the threat of frozen water lines, 
during Northern N.Y. winters, no small feat. 
(When I spoke with Eric Craig, the tempera-

The barn, a facility on a nearby farm tha 
Craig Moor owns, was formally a tie stall 
operation. In 1998 the barn was redone to 
better accommodate the cows and bred heif- 
ers that call it home. Gutter cleaners were 
eliminated and a grooved floor was added, 
keeping the stalls themselves. The overall 
effect eased the was cleaning process, al- 
lowing for use of the skid steer.

says Eric. An inside facility is available for 
newborn calves during extreme weather, but 
ne risk for respiratory infection is less out- 
side. The newborns seem to thrive in the 
sometimes chilly temperatures, due to all the 
fresh air. Winter will see newborn calves 
sporting calf blankets for added protection 
against the elements. Extra bedding is added 
to each hutch for cold weather insulation. 
At Craig Moor Farm, calves are raised on 
whole milk for three months and then 
switched to two months of milk replacer before 
being weaned. 


Daily Operations 

In 2002 Craig Moor was the top herd, 
overall, in the country for pounds of fat per 
cow, and was sixth highest for milk and pro-

Eric would like to see his herd work their 
numbers up to full potential, keeping 93 cows 
milking. Unfortunately, a run of bull calves 
has not helped replacement heifer numbers, 
currently standing at 44 Guernseys and 35 
Jerseys. More than likely, Guernseys will 
instead be accumulated through sale oppor- 
tunities.

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Steady Breeding Gains Respect

oy Jacobs, Sparta, Wis., bred a bull 
¥ well-known by Guernsey enthusiasts 
by only his common name, Fayette. 
Continuing on with the Guernsey breed, mak- 
ing strides of his own, is Roy and Margi 
Jacob’s grandson, Steve Nuttleman. 

Adams Creek Farm, formerly known as 
Vinbar Farm, is home to a herd of 65 cows, 
with about one-third Guernseys. Nuttleman 
is a part of the current work force on the 
dairy in Bangor, Wis., along side of his 
brother, Kevin, and their father, Ervin. 
Mother, Barb, is a retired nurse and handles 
the farm paperwork. Nuttleman’s wife, 
Debbie, works full-time off the farm and 
helps with the evening milking. She grew up 
in the Guernsey industry as the daughter of 
Rich and Barb Schomburg of Green Moor 
Farm. Steve and Debbie have two daugh- 
ters, Alyssa, 7 and Kate, 4. 


In addition to the dairy herd, the 


Nuttleman family operates a farrow to finish 
hog operation with 100 sows per year. For 
the past seven years, they have held a spring 
project pig sale on the farm. 

Steve is one of five boys in the Nuttleman 
family, although only he and Kevin are cur- 
rently involved in the farm. All five boys have 
families of their own, giving Ervin and Barb 
seven granddaughters. While laughing at the 
fact that this might be generational gender se- 
lection, Steve Nuttleman grows serious when 


he considers the outlook of the 


He has a strong appreciation for the past 
and a drive towards the next generation, 
openly wondering if any of the girls would 
be willing to continue on the farm that Ervin 
built up. 

“He started with four cows and 30 sows,” 
Nuttleman says. “It was Dad who paved the 
way for me today.” 

Steve started to take a stronger interest in 
Guernsey breeding during high school. Now 
that he has had more experience in magaging 
a herd, he says he would have a good number 
of questions to ask his grandfather. 

Through “night-line” at World Dairy Expo 
while he was attending UW-Madison, 
Nuttleman began to recognize the faces and 
names of Guernsey breeders. As he contin- 
ues to learn today, he is thankful to those 
breeders who listen to his many questions 
and provide him with advice. 

“T like to believe that I am teachable,” says 
Nuttleman. “I am willing to explore newer 
avenues and not always following in an older 
path.” 

Recently, Nuttleman and his breeding was 
put in the spotlight, when Vinbar MM Erica 
placed second at NGS-Madison, and won 
her Summer Yearling class at NGS-Louis- 
ville. Purchased by Steve Sievert at the 2003 
Ozark Jubilee Sale, Erica has been Nomi- 
nated All-American. Her dam is an 85-point 
Mr. Luck with over 20,000M. 


_ 


Another 2003 showring notable from 
Nuttleman’s herd is Vinbar MM Faith. Nomi- 
nated All-American Junior Yearling, Faith was 
third at NGS-Madison, second at NGS-Lou- 
isville and Junior Champion at the Minne- 
sota State Fair. Her dam is appraised Very 
Good with over 19,000M. 

Nuttleman breeds his cattle with merchan- 
dising values in mind. “Some breeders focus 
more on production and others on type,” he 
explains. “I try to breed my Guernseys so that 
I would have a marketable animal for either 
individual.” 

In the Adams Creek breeding program, 
Nuttleman places more emphasis on cow 
traits when mating, with less pressure on 
bull traits, as is the popular method. He does 
appreciate a bull with an unvarying linear 
profile and solid numbers. 

Nuttleman hopes for more heifers in 2004 
after a long bull streak the past year. “Hav- 
ing heifer calves born on the farm would be a 
step in the right direction,” he said. Some ET 
work does occur on the farm, and Nuttleman 
would like to see that aspect of his breeding 
program increase in frequency. 

Investing in cattle has been part of 
Nuttleman’s interest, both individually and 
with partners. Owning animals with a part- 
ner can be positive, with less individual cost 
per person on a deeper pedigreed animal. On 
the other hand, “I am not yet comfortable 
with some of the management risks of hous- 
ing partnered animals,” he said. 

Most of Nuttleman’s Guernsey invest- 
ments have come through sales, especially 
on a State level. He is a strong believer in 
body depth and visual appraisal. 

Knapps Ace Ophelia was purchased by 
Nuttleman and partners at the 2003 National 
Convention Sale. Bred by Randy Knapp, 
she is backed by three generations of dams 
over 30,000M. Three of her four dams are 
also appraised Excellent. Steve is hopeful 
she will be a good producer. 

Sunny Brook Visa Maggie, VG-86, has an 
88-point mammary. She is a first crop Lantz 
Farm Sentry Visa-ET daughter Nuttleman 
owns in partnership with Carolyn 
Christopherson. A youthful cow, projected 
over 18,000 M, she is bred back to have her 
second calf at 2-11. 

Resulting from Nuttleman’s purchase of 
her dam is Vinbar Prokings Diedra, VG-85. At 
6-08 305d, her record was 19,930M 5.4% 
1082F 3.2% 695P. Diedra has two milking

Genetic Goals

components. He also believes in using bulls 
from yesterday, the present, and the future. 
Still used occasionally, there is semen on 
hand from Fayette, Dividend, Frank and 
Smokey. Young sires that are being explored 
are Keystone, Keynote, and Aaron. Eric uses 
these young bulls because he loves their 
dams and the high components they offer. 
Bulls like Tiller, Poker, Loral, and JB are 
modern bulls utilized within the Craig Moor 
Guernsey herd. 

These traits do not apply only to those 
Guernseys bred in the herd. “I look for lon- 
gevity, feet and legs, and components, be-

cause that is how the bills get paid,” Eric 
says about what he looks for when looking 
to buy animals into his herd. 


National Convention 

With the 2004 National Guernsey Con- 
vention in New York this year, what does that 
mean to Eric? He looks forward to it, and 
plans to be as involved in the convention as 
possible. “I want people to get to know who 
we are,” he says. “With the herds we are go- 
ing to see, you will see that Guernseys can 
be a breed used in more commercial opera- 
tions,” Eric adds. 

This is a point that he puts out there when 
promoting the Guernsey breed, which he 
does at any chance.

daughters producing over 17,000M and 
scored Very Good. 

Of course, as with all dairy breeders, 
Nuttleman would like to have a barn full of 
Excellent cows. His goal in the meantime is 
to build the herd so that the lower scored 
cows are increased at each classification to 
help the herd with a solid average score. Ex- 
pecting this to happen overnight is unrealis- 
tic, he understands. It is a generation to gen- 
eration process. “It’s not the whistle that pulls 
the train,” he often says. 

Nuttleman would like to continue to build 
a solid reputation through his cattle. He is 
very fussy about the Guernseys he does sell, 
because, “I want an animal with our prefix 
to be a solid producer in anyone’s herd.” 

Other short term goals are to increase cow 
comfort and to add more heifer housing to 
Adams Creek Farm. 

Through solid breeding and investing, 
Nuttleman is well on his way to gaining the 
positive recognition he and his family de- 
serve. “Grandpa Jacobs” would be proud of 
his grandson with the steps he has taken with 
the Adams Creek herd to improve the Guern- 
sey breed.

progress report for the year 2003. 

I will try to enumerate the items that I be- 

lieve are most important and of interest to 
the membership. 


Finances- For the first time in several 
years, AGA closed 2003 in the black. This 
is due in part to the increase in fees and also 
to efforts to save or recover funds wherever 
possible without sacrificing services to our 
membership. While the numbers were posi- 
tive for the year, cash flow always seems to 
be tight 
to try to stay current with their monthly

statements. | know this is not always easy 
but if we can keep our AGA accounts paid 
up, cash flow will be greatly improved. I’m 
also pleased to report that Purebred Pub- 
lishing finished 2003 in positive territory, 
as it was in the previous year. 

Computer Program- The Holstein As- 
sociation is moving along rapidly with our 
computer program. We expect it to be com- 
pleted on time in early spring. Trial runs 
with the program so far have really been 
encouraging. We thank the Holstein Asso- 
ciation for their cooperation in solving this 
longstanding problem for us. We continue 
to seek restitution from CPL, the company 
with whom we had the earlier contract. 

Promotion- We have been discussing the 
need for promotion for some time and funds 
for this effort came together in 2003. The 
van Doorn family in Wisconsin donated the 
bull, Flambeau Manor Tiller Les-ET, that 
was sold in October in the International 
Guernsey Classic. The proceeds from this 
bull will be used exclusively for promotion. 
We also have funds committed by the Youth 


Committee and proceeds from the sale of 


promotional items, such as the Guernsey 
farm signs. In the December Board meet- 
ing, an advertising/promotion plan was dis- 
cussed and approved. 

Breeding Goals- The breeding goals, 
which originated from our breeders and 


adopted by the Board, were conveyed to 
the membership as well as to other indi- 
viduals who have influence on our breed. 
We are making progress in important type 
traits such as udder depth and rear udder 
height. To illustrate those traits, I refer you 
to page 5 of the December 2003 Guernsey 
Breeders' Journal for a look at the six ani- 
mals lined up for selection of the Grand 
Champion cow at Louisville. What an out- 
standing beautiful group of cows. I also re- 
fer you to the November 2003 Active Sire 
List which shows that 14 of the 22 bulls on 
the list sire shallow udders. That’s progress! 
Golden Guernsey Trademarks- Five of 
our trademarks were due for renewal this 
past year and all were submitted for renewal 
to the U. S. Patent and Trademark Office. 
To date, two have been accepted for renewal 
and three are still pending. A number of state 


associations committed to help pay for these 
renewals when the need was presented at 
the National Convention. If your pledge has 
not been sent in yet, we will appreciate re- 
ceiving it as we have already been billed 
for the renewal fees. 

| am extremely pleased about our 
progress and optimistic for the future of our 
breed. A \ great time to share our experiences 
and to stimulate our enthusiasm is at our 
National Convention. This year the Conven- 
tion is in New York and the organizing com- 
mittee has a great program lined up for us.

might be different at the next show and how 
the All-American contest will “shake-out”. 


Few will rank the show ring at the top of 


any list of priorities as we struggle to eke 
out a living with low milk prices and all the 
other pressures that contribute to the fragile 
economy of a dairy farm. We do work to keep 
the show ring more completely relevant to 
breed progress in the commercial sector by 
giving out production, genetic and Total Per- 
formance awards. Despite very little need for 
excess stature and style in a commercial set- 
ting, important traits in the show ring do 
translate into longer lasting, more profitable 
cows. The commercial dairyman and the 
National Show exhibitor are not really that 
far apart in what they are breeding for. But 
the show ring is our best chance to show- 
case our breed for other dairymen, and the 
cows that win should fit the mold of what 
the breed is working towards. 

But, a rationalization of where the show 
ring fits in relation to production and profit- 
ability isn’t really what it is all about. Some 
of us just plain love to show, to compete, to 
work all year towards getting that cow or 
heifer “right” for the “Big Dance”. It is our 
passion, our hobby and, eventually, our va- 
cation, all rolled into one. 

Imagine the excitement of being any part 
of the grand finale of the cow show in Lou- 
isville this year, whether as a leadsman, 
owner, breeder, or judge. When the six fi- 
nalists for Grand Champion were pulled out 
and displayed for the crowd’s review, the an- 
ticipation was palpable and one couldn’t help 
but be excited for the Guernsey breed.

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nother show season has passed and it is time once again to 

announce the All-American nominees. The National Guern- 

sey Shows were not only strong in numbers in 2003, they 
were deep as well, with quality animals down the line in all classes! 
This is also true for this year's All-American contest. A total of 152 
entries were received this year, up from last year's total. The nomi- 
nating committee, who had the opportunity to sort through the en- 
tries, consisted of this year’s four national show judges: Steve White, 
New Castle, Ind., NGS-Sacramento; Fowler Branstetter, Edmonton, 
Ky., NGS-Harrisburg; Mike Stiles, Clear Brook, Va., NGS-Madi- 
son; and Larry Schirm, Columbus, Ohio, NGS-Louisville. 
THE OWNERS 

The 152 nominees in this year’s contest came from 21 different 
states. Wisconsin again led all states for the most nominees with 24. 
Pennsylvania followed in a very close second with 23, and Ohio was 
third with 8.25 nominees. (See Table 1) 

Snider Homestead, New Enterprise, Pa., is the new top exhibitor, 
leading all exhibitors with 13 nominations. Four Winds Farm, 
Hartland, Wis., follows with a half-point difference, 12.5 nomina- 
tions. Littlefield Farm, N.Y., had six nominations and Millborne 
Farm, Grandby, Conn., had five and a-half nominations. 


2003 All-American Contest: 
Nominees Report 


THE SIRES 

This year’s nominees were sired by 57 different bulls. The leader, 
with 11 nominated daughters, was Trotacre Mercury Loral-ET. Four 
Winds Magicman-ET was second with eight daughters nominated. 
In third was Lily Lane Penny Perfecto-ET, who had four daughters 
nominated. (See Table 2) 

FAMILY MATTERS 

Westlynn Tom Dee, EX-96 has five decendandts nominated. Three 
daughters: Four Winds Dee Sharp Design-ET, Four Winds Dee 
Dreamy-ET and Four Winds Magicman Delight; and two granddaugh- 
ters: Four Winds Destiny Child and Four Winds Diamond Forever. 
There are also two groups of sisters that received nominations this 
year. Maternals sisters Strauch Farms Bang Mystery, Strauch Farms 
Option Maze and Strauch Farms V Marysue all received nomina- 
tions, as did full sisters Breezy Valley Spirit and Breezy Valley Nomi- 
nation, who are sired by Magicman. 

The All-American nominees are summarized and pictured in this 
brochure. There are two corrections to the booklet. In the Produce of 
Dam class, John and Bonnie Ayars and Sons and Dr. Kenny Manion's 
entry placed 2nd at NGS-Madison and the dam of the pair is Land Of 
Living J Gracious.

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Obie Snider 

Dairy leader Obie Snider, 77, of Imler, Pa., 
was fatally injured in an auto accident near 
his home on December 18, 2003. Widely 
known and admired as a breeder and dairy 
leader, he leaves his wife of 55 years, Mary 
Ann, three daughters, a son, 10 grandchil- 
dren and a great-grandchild. His Singing 
Brook Farms, operated in partnership with 
his son, Bruce, and grandson, Ross, was in- 
ternationally respected for producing out- 
standing Holstein cattle and genetics. The 
farm consists of 400 registered Holsteins and 
1,250 acres. 

After graduating from Penn State in 1950, 
Obie and Mary Ann began their farming ca- 
reer the next year with 350 acres and seven 
cows. His operation grew from there, incor- 
porating best practices and new technology 
continually. 

Snider was widely recognized as a skilled 
farmer and organizational leader. In 1959, 
he was named Pennsylvania Jaycee Out- 
standing Young Farmer and the next year he 
received the Master Farmer Award. In 1977, 
he received the Charles E. Cowan memorial 
award as Pennsylvania’s Dairyman of the 
Year. He was named Penn State’s Outstand- 
ing Dairy Alumnus in 1980 and selected for 
the Pennsylvania Holstein Hall of Fame in 
1987. In 1994, he was Dairyman of the Year 
at World Dairy Expo, and in 2001, he re- 
ceived the Distinguished Alumni Award from 
Penn State, its highest honor. 

His leadership was sought by many or- 
ganizations. He was a National Director of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
in the 1970s. Snider was also a member of 
the Penn State board of trustees from 1979 
until 2000, serving as the board president from 
1985 to 1987. He served on a wide range of 
committees and led the fund-raising effort 
for the $2.5 million Agricultural Arena. He 
was named trustee emeritus in 2000. 

University President Graham Spanier 
said, “Obie was one of the great legends in 
Penn State history. But more than anything, 
people are going to remember his personal 
qualities,” Spanier said. 

He served as president of the Pennsylva- 


nia Dairy and Allied Industries Association 
and led the revitalization of the All-Ameri- 
can Dairy Show in Harrisburg, which at- 
tracted as many cattle as any dairy show in 
the U.S. in recent years. 

Since 1991, he served on the board of 
directors of the American Farmland Trust, 
working to preserve agricultural lands na- 
tionwide. Snider was a devout member of 
his local church and a community leader, as 
well. He was a founder of the East Freedom 
Chapel and a Sunday school teacher as well 
as chairman of a religious music publishing 
firm and a fund for Christian workers. He 
served on his local school board for 28 years. 


Edna Walther 

Edna Walther, 85, of Waverly, lowa, passed 
away December 18, 2003. Edna was born 
November 26, 1918, in Waverly, lowa. She 
married Herbert Walther on October 20, 
1937. They began farming in 1940, in 1949, 
they moved to the farm they would later pur- 
chase. It was there that the couple started a 
Registered Guernsey herd, with the prefix 
‘Cedar Way.’ Herb & Edna farmed and 
milked Guernseys until 1981 when health 
problems forced them to retire. The herd was 
purchased by their daughter and son in law, 
Pam and John Arnold, who currently oper- 
ate the farm. Edna was a devoted wife and 
mother. She was active in 4-H Club work, 
the Bremer Co. 4-H Committee and the 
Friends of Extension. She was active in the 
Farm Bureau Womens’ Organization, the 
Bremer Co. Dairy Promoters and the lowa 
Guernsey Breeders Organization. Edna was 
a member of National Dairy Shrine and the 
American Guernsey Association. She is sur- 
vived by her four children, Marilyn, Nancy, 
Pamela and Daniel.
